cabbage th a t yields tw enty-six tons to 
tho acre, or nine tons m ore than its 
nearest com m ercial com petitor on tho 
farm s of the Pennsylvania S tate Col­ 
lege, has been developed by the a g ri­ 
cultural experim ent station, 
and 
a 
lim ited am ount of seed is available 
for distribution to Pennsylvania grow ­ 
ers so as to see how th e yield holds 
up on other soils than the lim estone 
form ation, found a t the college. 
T he new strain comes from a single 
head of Danish Bullhead found in the 
college 
experim ent 
gardens 
twelve 
y ears ago, and has been nam ed “ Penn 
S tate B allhtad.” 
Its 
qualities 
for 
high production and resistance to the 
disease known as “blackleg” b ecam e 
known about three years 
ago, 
and 
there have boon m any dem ands for 
sam ples of seed. 
The seed production 
has been a slow process, but there is 
now a sm all quantity available. 
It is 
to be distributed as long as it lasts 
for a cost 
approxim ately 
covering 
production expense, one 
dollar 
per 
half-ounce }>ac*kct. 
T oo big tonnage record has been 
m ade on the H agerstow n clay loam 
soils at the college, and the experi­ 
ment station officials are d istrib u tin g 
the seed a t this tim e so th a t farm ers 
and vegetable grow ers 
in 
various 
parts of the sta te can see w hether or 
not the high yield will hold up under 
other conditions. 
The heads are un­ 
usually solid and som ew hat m ore flat­ 
tened than the typical D anish Ball- 
head. 
It has shown considerable re­ 
al stance 
to 
blackleg 
when

strain s in the sr me field have been 
com pletely destroyed. 
P rofessor C. Em ory M yers, who de-

Commercial Wax Obtained 
From Numerous Sources 


The list of things for which wax is 
used is long and constantly increasing. 
In Hie main, commercial wax is ob­ 
tained from plants, from mineral oils, 
such as petroleum, and from bees. But 
there are some other sources. Many 
plants have a thin film of waxy n o ­ 
tarial that covers the leaves and seems 
to protect them from too rapid evapo­ 
ration. 
The paraffin of commerce, so widely 
used, is obtained from petroleum, shale 
oil and lignite, says tile Detroit News. 
Today petroleum is the chief source, 
although only certain kinds of oil pro­ 
duce marketable quantities. 
In obtaining pa rn din from petroleum 
a freezing mixture is applied, which 
reduces the temperature of the oil suf­ 
ficiently to separate It into crystals. 
Ozocerite is an interesting wax, found 
In a solid state in beds of coal or asso­ 
ciated bituminous deposits. 
It is re­ 
lated to paraffin and when pure ii of 
timilar color and texture. 
Beeswax is a wax of very high qual­ 
ity. 
The comb is carefully saved 
and shipped by the beekeepers to the 
market. 
Spermacetti is a white wax 
of crystalline structure obtained as a 
solid precipitate from the head oil of 
the sperm and bottlenose whales, and 
to a lesser degree from sharks and dol­ 
phin oils.
